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Synod Il opening 
It's bilingual 
in Calexico

CALEXICO — The American and Mexican 
‘cultures brought to the Synod official opening 
here a bilingual celebration. 

From ‘‘Faith of Our Fathers’”’ at the start to 
‘El Gran Amen”’’ at the end, hymns and cantos, 
prayers and oraciones alternated in the church 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe. 


ALMOST WITHOUT exception, the priests of 
the Imperial Valley — 20 of them — were con- 
celebrants with Bishop Leo T. Maher. The 
evening hours of 7 p.m. brought a congregation 
which well filled the church on Monday, Oct. 29. 

Lecterns, decorated with Synod II banners, 
proclaimed the good news in English and 
Spanish. The bishop, flanked by Msgr.- Luis 
Balderas, pastor, and Father Phillip Straling, 
synod executive secretary, celebrated the Mass 
beneath the large statue of the patroness of the 
parish and Mexican-American people. 

There were 17 prayers of petition each read by 
a different prayer leader, in the different 
languages. Fourteen -of those prayers 
represented petitions in behalf of synod com- 
missions. 


AS AT RIVERSIDE and San Diego on the 
previous days, the Mass was followed by a social 
period in which the people met their bishop, 
introduced their children, or told him of their 
problems. The mild night air was full of song and 
talk as hundreds gathered in the auditorium. 

They came from Brawley, Calipatria, Heber, 
El Centro and Yuma, from Holtville and 
elsewhere, to join in the official celebrations of 
Synod II of the Diocese of San Diego at Our Lady 
of Guadalupe church, a block or two from the 
Mexican border.

Bishops facing major Church issues 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NC) — A spirited 
debate over Communion-in-the-hand is in the 
making when the U.S. bishops meet here Nov. 
12-16. 

But the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops also will discuss the Vatican decree on 
First Communion and first confession, 
guidelines for plenary indulgences announced by 
Pope Paul for the Holy Year and the World 
Synod of Bishops in Rome next October. 


(BISHOP LEO T. Maher will be in Washington 
for the five-day meeting and also participate in 
the national meeting of the Catholic Mutual 
Relief Society.) 

A report on Communion-in-the-hand has been 
sent-to U. S. bishops by Cardinal John J. Car- 
berry of St. Louis. It includes reprints or ex- 


cerpts from Vatican documents opposing the 
practice and cites evidence that its introduction 
in this country would not be pastorally sound. 

When the topic has been brought up before the 
American bishops a majority of them have 
preferred introduction of the option. Proponents, 
however, have not gained the two-thirds 
majority required for the Vatican to approve its 
introduction. 

IF THE BISHOPS do approve the practice, it 
must still be ratified by the Vatican before it can 
go into effect and it will be approved only under 
strict conditions: e

I’m Christian too 


Last week I had the pleasure of attending the meeting of 
the executive secretaries of Councils of Churches in 
California. In explaining the accomplishments of -our 
Ecumenical Conference in San Diego, I indicated that I felt 
right at home with the group of executive secretaries ... 
even though I was the only Roman Catholic present. 

Some years ago, however, at another ecumenical 
gathering,-I learned the meaning of ecumenism from a 
rather telling comment. As one of the delegates at the 
meeting offered to fill my coffee cup, she remarked how 
“nice it is nowadays that a Christian can pour a cup of coffee 
for a Catholic.” 

When I gasped that I was Christian too, she said: ‘‘Oh, I’m 
sorry. I thought you were a Roman Catholic priest.”” Ad- 
mitting that too, I explained that we are Christian 
nonetheless. She had never thought of it that way. 

It occurred to me that if her ‘‘whatever’’ denomination, or 
my Catholicism, makes us other than Christian, we should 
give up such a denomination. But authentic Catholic for- 
mation won’t do that; it’s what makes us truly Christian. 

There is a need to share what makes us unique in Catholic 
religious education, but the bulk of our catechesis should 
teach how to be more Christian with others. A ‘‘doctrine’’ or 
“‘religion’’ that makes someone less, cannot be worthy of the 
name Catholic. We’re Christians too.

Strike cancels 
Rome flight 


The Trans World Airlines strike of 

stewardesses would not normally have 
affected Catholics. 
_ But this week,.as the stewardesses 
went on strike, they struck deep into 
plans of 175 Catholics. They stopped 
their pilgrimage to Rome by charter 
flight. 

THE 175 MEMBERS of the diocese’s 
University deanery were ready to leave 
San Diego airport midday on Monday, 
but the strike began at midnight, with 
aircrews and flight maintenance men 
following the stewardesses. 

So, instead of a takeoff for Rome and 
a visit with Pope Paul on Wednesday, 
the pilgrims spent Monday by their 
telephones, wondering when they would 
ever get to the Eternal City. 

And they did not. Alternative planes 
were sought throughout the world, but 
the Middle East and fuel crises created 
a shortage of aircraft.

the direction of the bishop and diocesan 
liturgical commission, so that Catholics will not 
have their faith disturbed by the change. 

— That in those places where the practice is 
introduced, it will be strictly optional for in- 
dividuals. The traditional way of receiving on the 
tongue will always be maintained as an option. 

Proponents of Communion-in-the-hand argue 
that this was the standard method of receiving 
Communion for the first nine or ten centuries of 
the Church’s history, not a recent innovation 
intended to lessen reverence or respect for the 


sacrament. 


They point out that the change to reception on 
the tongue for lay persons coincided with a rising 
distinction between clergy and laity, in which it 
was felt that only the clergy are worthy to touch 
the sacred species with their hands. 

Some argue that this distinction creates an 
anomaly today as more and more lay ministers 


are distributing Communion. 


OTHER ARGUMENTS are that the practice of 
Communion on the tongue is aesthetically un- 
pleasing, that it causes sanitary concern for 
some, and that it is comparable only to the way 

5 babies: are fed, hence. undignified for adults. 


Msgr. Joseph Topping, the society’s 
diocesan director, and staff are 
already preparing to serve more than 
800 needy people the traditional turkey 
dinner beginning noon, Nov. 22, in St.

It is said by some: even if the Synod ended now, it 
has already achieved much. But, of course, it is not 
ended, it has only just begun in a practical sense. Now 
the parish speak-up sessions will draw out the grass 
roots comments and community expressions which 
are the yeast of the final documents. 

An earth tremor shook San Diego just an hour before 
the official opening Mass started in St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral.-Timbers in the choir loft, where I happened 
to be at the time, creaked for a few seconds. 

We really are very fortunate. We live in one of the 
few places in the United States, even the world, where 
the open participation in a post Vatican II synod has 
been possible. The challenge to the layman, in this era 
of the ‘‘“emerging layman,” is real. 

How will we respond to the challenge? Speak-up 
sessions will provide the answer. 


Recycling problems 


Without in any way detracting from the tremendous 
help the recycled paper people have been to the Synod 
and to our regular publication of the Southern Cross, 
as I mentioned last week, there are some. minor 
technical problems. 

Recycled paper presents a few difficulties in 
printing, resulting in rather muddy picture 
reproduction and some problems of operation which 
slow down the actual printing process. So, if you find 
the pictures look less than clear, it could be the paper. 
But we are not looking a gift horse in the mouth.

_- Grand ceremonial occasions like the opening of the 
Synod provide opportunities for interesting liturgical 
features. The representation of the 14 Synod com- 
missions in offertory gifts and prayers of petition were 
a fruitful source of inspiration at the three Masses. 

Full marks go to the northern organizers at St. 
Catherine’s who managed to have offertory gifts 
brought at well spaced intervals and in time with the 
appropriate commentary. If we are going to have such 

_features, it is well to make the most of them. At the 
cathedral in San Diego, unfortunately, the gifts were 
brought at irregular intervals and out of time with the 
commentary. So such unusual symbols as broken egg 
shells and Snoopy ona chasuble lost some of their 
effect. 

At Calexico the commissions were represented 
through special prayers, appropriately introduced, 
each with a different leader. 


Father marries father 


It’s unusual, I suppose, for a priest to marry his 
father, but Father Louis Salca did just that recently. 
The day before the Synod opened, Father Lou was in 
Fontana and witnessed the marriage of his father, 
also Louis, a widower. The happy occasion was in 
a parish, attended by Father Salca’s two 
sisters. 


That other Synod 


Just before the official ceremony in St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral, Msgr. John Purcell of Coronado, our 
diocesan Vicar General and most senior prelate after 


the bishop, was regaling me with the story of the first 
Synod, 30 years ago. 

Only a handful of the priests who attended it are still 
in the active ministry, including Msgrs. Purcell, Peter 
Lynch and Daniel O’Donoghue. Evidently on the oc- 
casion of the first Synod, also held in St. Joseph’s, 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy called the roll to check that 
all priests were in attendance. Then the doors of the 
church were sealed. 

During the hour or two of deliberations, priests 
restated their allegiance to their bishop, whose 
guidelines they came to accept and approve. Msgr. 
Purcell told me that among the rules in those days 
were a number governing priests and their behavior. 
For instance, assistants (now associates) had to be in 
the rectory by 10:30 p.m. each night. Priests were not 
allowed to discard clerical collar and dress except for 
sleeping, swimming, golf or tennis. 

There were about 85 priests in the diocese then. Now 
there are more than 500, thanks in large part to the 
great recruiting carried on by Bishop Buddy in those 
early days before local seminaries started to provide 
for our requirements. 


Schools and Christmas 


Following my comments that even ‘White 
Christmas’? might have to leave public school per- 
formances, owing to pressures against memorializing 
Christian occasions, Dr. Joseph Rossi, choir director 
at St. John the Evangelist, sent me the following en- 
couraging note from the San Diego City Schools music 
education staff: 3 

“Winter holiday observances: District procedure 
No. 5300 gives you some guidelines as to appropriate 
programs for the winter season. It does NOT prohibit 
Christmas carols or other religious music providing 
you are not using it to indoctrinate anyone toward a 
religious belief or sect. As long as you are studying a 
piece of music for musical and artistic reasons, and if 
you allow students who may object to some selection 
for religious reason thé option to not perform, you 
have no problems.” 

But, you will note, it is the ‘“‘Winter holiday” these 
days. No longer Christmas holiday. 


Phone books into soup 


Following recent comments about Christian witness 
showing itself in non-wasteful practices, such as paper 
saving, you have to hand it to the people of St. Charles 
Academy, of St. Charles Borromeo parish, San Diego. 
They are turning in old phone books for soup. Don’t 
ask me how it tastes. 

Seriously, they have collected 43,000 pounds of 
phone books, under the direction of Mrs. Colleen 
O’Connors. The cash received in exchange bought a 
new movie projector for the academy. Now they are 
going all out for Campbells soup labels, aiming to 
collect 12,000 before becember 8 so that they can buy a 
record player. 

It’s not exactly phone books into soup, but the idea 
has possibilities. If you want to help them with labels, 
they would be grateful. Or you might try something 


‘ similar at your own school or parish. 


It’s still worth considering having bins outside every 
church for paper, aluminum, cans and bottles — if 
only as a Christian witness to conservation. As 
shortages grow, we should seriously consider our 
witness in this area.

' Among all nations on earth, we are the-most | 


wasteful of natural resources and energy. We 
. consume inordinate amounts of these re-— 
sources. We consume but rarely conserve. 


The shortages which have become more apparent 
as each day passes herald an unavoidable situa- 
tion. We are coming to the foreseeable end of 
certain mineral, energy and food sources we 
now take for granted. It is said that the 250 
million people of this nation consume nearly 
50 per cent of the world’s resources. 


The spendthrift nature of our economy — span- 
ning everything from electric swizzle sticks to 
gasoline gulping autos — has been predicated 
on the decades of plenty, of vigorous competi- 
tion and heavy investment. 


The harsh realities of immediate shortages may — 
force on us what we seem loth to admit: that our 
extra comforts are gained at the expense of our 
future and that of the world’s needy. 


While laying claim to the highest standard of 
living in the world — and few would dispute it 
—we also have to lay claim to being the world’s 
most profligate people, driven to over- 
consumption as an insulation against failure. 
We have to seek, urgently, a new philosophy — 
even at the cost of our present comfort.

BISHOP GEORGE W. Ahr 
of Trenton greeted par- 
ticipants in the workshop, 
sponsored by the Trenton 
Diocesan Ecumenical 
Commission and the AJC 
Greater Trenton Chapter. 

The national Jewish leader 
pointed out that each ethnic 
or religious group has its 
own agenda, and others must 
recognize and respect these 
varying agendas. 

For the Catholic com- 
munity, he said; the agenda 
includes right to life

SHARING THE workshop 
with Rabbi Tanenbaum was 
Msgr. John M._ Oester- 
reicher, director of the In- 
stitute of Judeo-Christian 
Studies at Seton Hall 
University, South Orange, 
N.J. 

Msgr. Oesterreicher, a 
convert from Judaism, 
addressed his brother priests 
from the standpoint of their 
actions to implement the 
council’s declaration. He 
asked them when they last 
preached on anti-Semitism; 
on the chosenness of the 
Jewish people; on the sins of 
the children of Israel, as a 
“mirror of our own sins,’’ on 
the sins of Christendom 
compared with the sins 
recorded in the Bible.

The Synod — its theological justification 


Father Francis Wieser, official 
theologian to the Diocesan Synod, has 
written on the theology of the Synod, to be 
published as introduction to the Synod 
commission papers. This article is ex- 
tracted from the first part. Others will be 
published in succeeding weeks.

The Ecumenical Council Vatican II, 
proclaimed fundamental statements concerning 
(a) the Church’s understanding of herself, (b) 
the inner life of the true Church of Christ and (c) 
the Church’s pastoral mission te mankind. 

“This Sacred Synod gathered together in the 
Holy Spirit . . . desires now to unfold more fully 
to the faithful of the Church and to the whole 
world its own inner nature and universal 
mission.”’ (Decree on Church, No. 1) 


THIS SELF-IMAGE of the Church, which the 
Vatican Council decrees depict: in abstract 
theological language, can become a living 
reality only through the local churches, that is if 
we as individual faithful endorse the theological 
vision of Vatican II and fulfill the spiritual and 
pastoral mission in our parish community as 
outlined by the Council documents. It is the faith- 
ful gathered in the local church who make up the 
Body of Christ. : 

“This Church of Christ is truly present in all 
legitimate local congregations of the faithful . . . 
For in their own locality these are the new people 
called by God, in the Holy Spirit and in much 
fullness.’’ (Decree on Church, No. 26) 

As members of the local church, the respon- 
sibility rests upon our shoulders to see to it that 
our parish community reflects the image of the 
Church in the fullness and richness visualized in 
the documents of Vatican II, through which the 
voice of the Holy Spirit spoke to us. 


TO FULFILL THIS responsibility in our 
diocese constitutes the principal purpose, the 


goal and aspiration of our. Diocesan Synod. In _ 


convoking this Synod the bishop has fulfilled the 
mandate of Vatican II: ‘‘This Sacred 
Ecumenical Synod earnestly desires that the 
venerable institution of synods and councils 


flourish with new vigor. Thus, faith will be- 


spread and discipline preserved more fittingly 
and effectively in the various Churches, as the 


circumstances of the times require.” (Decree on 
Bishops, No..36) 

The goals which the Church sets for itself-in the 
Decrees of Vatican II are unlikely to be achieved 
unless each and every parish community is 
willing to submit itself to a process of “renewal 
and purification.”’ 

The implementation of Vatican II in our local 
churches calls, in the words of the Council 
Fathers, for two things: 


— A PROCESS OF renewal concerning the 
inner life and pastoral mission of our parish 
community, and for 

— A process of purification which is directed 
toward a change of heart and a change of at- 


‘titudes on our part. 


Growth necessitates change. Where change 
has ceased, growth has stopped. The motivation 
for renewal cannot be change for novelty sake 
but “Every renewal of the Church essentially 
consists in an increase of fidelity to her own 
calling. Undoubtedly this explains the dynamism 
of the movement toward unity.’ (Decree on 
Ecumenism, No 6) 


THE DIOCESAN SYNOD aspires to act as a 
powerful catalyst to set in motion the process of 
renewal on a threefold level: 

— Renewal of faith; 

— Renewal of the charismatic image of our 
local church; 

— Renewal of our pastoral goals and methods. 

The first and foremost aspect of the inner life 
of any parish community consists in bearing 
witness to Christ by proclaiming the message of 
the Gospels and by offering worship in the 
common celebration of the Eucharist. 


IN THE PERIOD following Vatican II our 
witnessing to the Christian faith has become 
timid for many, uncertain and maybe even 
confusing. Through the impact of the mass 
media, through the host of controversial writings 
by contemporary theologians, and because of the 
pluralistic outlook of our culture, most of our 
traditional explanations of our Christian faith 
have been challenged and questioned. The im- 
pression was thereby created that no Christian 
teachings can be proclaimed definitively. 

The ancient spectre of Syncretism, which the 
Church fought in the early centuries, made its 


' reappearance endorsing the view that one 


theological explanation is as good as the other 


and each one may choose what appeals to him - 


and reject what he finds dislikable. 
This resulted in a crisis of confidence in the 


teaching ministry of the Church, even in a crisis 
of confidence in the Gospel message itself. 


. THE FACT THAT A great number among the 
laity, the religious and even the priests have 
departed from the institutional Church is an 
obvious symptom of this crisis of confidence. 
Others, although remaining within the Church, 
became uncertain of their Christian identity and 
experienced a spiritual depression. 

Beyond any question, the most formidable task 
of our Diocesan Synod will be to restore con- 
fidence in the message of our Christian faith and 
the role of the Church. The certitude of our faith 
must be built on the definitive conviction that 
Jesus Christ is the only way to the heavenly 
Father. ‘‘I am the Way, the Truth and Life. No 
one can come to the Father except through me.”’ 
(John 14:6) : 

The documents of Vatican II very clearly point 
out to us where we can find the resources for the 
renewal of our Christian faith: the authentic 
Word of God as contained in the sacred scrip- 
tures. 


WE HAVE PAID little heed to this urgent 
appeal of returning the writings of sacred 
scriptures. Those who pressed for change and 
relevance tended to draw their theological in- 
formation from controversial writings of con- 
temporary theologians. Others, anxious to 
preserve security in uniform answers, clung to 
simplistic answers of our traditional catechisms.. 

Both theological writings and catechism 
definitions are but human substitutes for the 
authentic Word of God. 

Among many of our young people there exists 
a hunger for Bible study and Bible reading. The 
Bible is also making its way back into the — 
classreom of public schools (see informative 
article in Southern Cross, September 27, page 
11). f 


TO REMAIN FAITHFUL to the guidelines of 


“Vatican II, our forthcoming Diocesan Synod will 


have to search for ways and means to make the 
Bible the central subject and the number one tool 
for the religious formation of our young adults 
and also for the ongoing education of clergy and 
laity. 

In a sense, we live in a fortunate decade. 
During the past ten years we have witnessed an 
awakened interest in Bible studies among 
scholars all over the world. From their hands a 
large number of fine publications are at our 
disposal which introduce us into the world of the 
Bible times and the richness of its teachings.

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A profound simplicity 


As women will, we were talking 
about ... simplicity of person and 
expression, that rare and most 
charismatic of qualities. 

In these complex days of enforced 
awareness. of and involvement in world 
problems, of strictures and pressures 
of bureaucracy, and passionate assault 
on objective moral standards, sim- 
plicity is at a premium. 

IN NO OTHER century has so much 
information been available to so many. 
Never before have so many people 
been exposed to so many philosophies, 
so many ideas, so much indoctrination 
at a single time, as this generation. 

If we are to survive intact and able to 
function with reasonable stablity and 
productiveness, if we are to maintain 
— or discover — sanity, it seems to me 
that the answer must lie in a personal 
simplicity. ; 

Somehow we must find time to un- 
cover the simple truths about ourselves 
and our age, to determine our 
priorities. 

SIMPLICITY, William Hazlitt wrote, 
is the natural result of profound 


thought. Wisdom and simplicity walk © 


hand in hand, unconcerned with that 
striving for effect which permeates so 
much of our consciousness. 

The greatest truths are the simplest, 
they say, and so are the greatest of 
men. Certainly the Christian truth is 
both the greatest and the simplest, as 
Christ was the greatest and simplest of 
men. 

Yet we do not readily attribute 
simplicity to the ‘‘intelligentsia’”’ and 
are often disconcerted to perceive it in 


. a man of high intelligence and in- 


tellectual repute. 


‘WHEN CARDINAL Suenens visited 
the diocese last year and spoke to 
a capacity audience, perhaps the 
deepest impression he made was of 
profound simplicity. 

We were astonished, incredulous and 
rather hesitant to admit that such 


intellectual and spiritual stature should. 


express itself in this directness and 
lack of pretension. ; 


Some of us instinctively reached for 
less threatening terms to substitute 
like ‘‘lucid”’ or ‘“‘refined”’ or ‘‘clear’’ — 
somehow reluctant to attribute so 
menial an adjective to so great a man. 


PERHAPS ONLY truly great men 
and women can afford the luxury of 
simplicity. One must be very secure. 
very confident in his being, his faith, 
his direction, to abjure protective 
covering. 

Perhaps only when we have become 
acquainted with wisdom, and she ‘“‘sits 
at our gates” do we find the courage to 
let fall our complex baggage of af- 
fectation and pretension. 

I suppose simplicity is no rarer than 
other true virtue, merely more difficult 
to simulate — particularly since we 
understand it so little. e 


LIKE WILD PLANTS which flourish 
in their natural environment, it 
responds poorly to _ artificial 
cultivation. And like the tiny, perfect 
flowers that color the deserts in spring, 
the truly simple may _— pass 
unrecognized or unappreciated. 

It is the fashion of today to pursue the 
plain, uncluttered line in design, the 
studied casualness of manner, in the 
name of simplicity. But the nature of 
the ‘‘American way of life’ with its 
emphasis on possessions, status, 
gimmickry and ‘“‘image”’ is not con- 
ducive to real simplicity. 

‘Simple’ seems to us connotative of 
the poor, of children, the ignorant, the 
under-educated. ‘‘The simple people, 
the simple pleasures, the simple faith.” 


IT IS A COMFORTABLE con- 
descension but mistaken. To be truly 
simple — with the simplicity of Christ 
— requires an intricate pruning of 
ideas and ambition and an incisive 
definition of the essentials of the 
Christian message. 

Simplicity is the result of a tem- 
pering of the spirit, of profound thought 
and profound reflection upon ex- 
perience. It emerges from a profound 
experience of life and a profound ex- 
perience of God. Somehow there must 
be time for it.

Genesis — myth or fact? 


Is the Biblical story of creation 
merely a poetic myth? Dr. Richard 
.P. Phillips, a geologist who teaches 
at the University of San Diego 
thinks the creation story of the 
Book of Genesis holds religious and 
scientific truths. Dr. Phillips, a 
parishioner of All Hallows, La 
Jolla, is a trustee of the San Diego 
Natural History Museum.

sn the beginning God created heaven 
and earth.” 

This is the opening of the well 
known “myth” of creation found in 
the Book of Genesis. Or is it a myth? 


As a student of the earth for the. 


past 25 years, [have been asked often 
how I can justify my belief in both 
science and the Bible as repositories 
of the truth. My answer is that it is 
easy. 


MY UNDERSTANDING of-the 
Book of Genesis is that it is the Word 
of God and the experience of man- 
kind, handed down through many 
centuries of oral tradition. 

It may contain some fables and 
parables, but God preserved the 
basic truths and so it is basically ac- 
curate. 

However, it was not written with 
the modern, sophisticated scientific 
community in mind. It was written 
for all mankind and more specifi- 
cally for a group of shepherds with 
the equivalent of a fifth grade educa- 
tion who lived in the Near East. 


I CANNOT TURN to it for a de- 
tailed scientific treatise on any sub- 
ject, but it may contain interesting 
scientific insights. With these 
thoughts in mind, let us consider 
what science and Genesis have to say 
about “the beginning.” 

. The earth was without form, and 
void...” 


Our entire solar system was 
created by the condensation of a 
large mass of gas, called a nebula. 
Today we can see similar solar sys- 
tems being formed in space around 
us. Everything in the universe at- 
tracts everything else by gravity. 
This goes not only for stars and 
planets but also for gas. 

A large cloud of gas, with only in- 
ternal random motion would be 
gravitationally unstable, and col- 
lapse in on itself. As this cloud col- 
lapsed toward the center, circulating 
lumps: of local condensation, like 
raisins in a pudding, formed. 


ONE OF THESE LUMPS, revolving 
about the center of the mass, was the 
cau 


. God said, ‘Let there be light,’ and 


- there was light...” 


As the nebula continued to col- 
lapse, the gas of the cloud was 
heated, and excited by compression, 
till it started to glow. 

. “The first day passes . 


THE One “DAY” in this verse 


has been a stumbling block to many. I 
would like to point out that the only 
thing that lets us know our 24-hour 
day has passed is the passage of the 
sun, and it won’t be created till the 
fourth “day.” 

We use a figure of speech in our 
own time to denote long periods 
when conditions were characteris- 
tic, such as “the day that knighthood 
was in flower.” 

“..God said, ‘Let there be avault...’ 
and God called the vault heaven...’ 


This verse probably refers to the 
atmosphere and the sea since the 
only reason that we have a “vault of 
heaven” that forms the blue canopy 
over us is because we have an atmos- 
phere. When the astronauts looked 
up from the moon, they saw only 
blackness, with a blazing sun set in it. 

As the earth continued to circulate 
in the contracting nebula, it con- 
tinued to grow. The larger it became, 
the stronger grew its gravitational 

field. Finally on the second “day” it 
became large enough to attract the 
lighter molecules of the cloud. 


AND IT RAINED. Among the 


Molecules attracted to the growing 
earth was water. And so the seas 
were born, and it rained and rained 
setting the stage for the third “day.” 

“God said ... ‘Let dry land appear,’ 
and so it was...” - 


The newly forming earth was es- 
sentially featureless, no mountains 
nor valleys, and so the sea covered 
the earth. But deep inside things 
were going on. 

Although the earth had been 
created “cold” from the combining of 
many smaller bodies, this very act 
had generated heat. Also, radioac- 
tive elements were decaying deep in 
the earth and heating it up. 


NEAR THE START of the third 
“day,” this heating had made the 
primitive earth unstable. Volcanoes 
burst up through its surface, moun- 
tains were thrust up and-the conti- 
nents were born. These forces are 
still acting, as every earthquake re- 
minds us.

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Retirement seen as ‘major problem’ of religious in U. S. 


WASHINGTON (NC) —/ especially to make them 


The cost of providing for 
retired members is ‘‘a 
major, if not the major, 
problem’”’ facing religious 
communities today, ac- 
cording to a task force report 
sent to the U. S. bishops. 
Pointing out that three out 
of eight religious men and 
women in the United States 
today are over 60 years old, 
the report described the 
situation as “alarming.” 


RECENT FEDERAL 
legislation making religious 
eligible for Social Security 
benefits is ‘‘highly ad- 
vantageous for many 
religious communities,” the 
report said. It pointed out 


that if all 170,000 U. S. 
religious joined Social 
Security, the initial cash 


outlay would be about $150 
million. 

(If this amount were to be 
raised by contribution, it 
would require $3 from each 
Catholic — man, woman and 
child — in the United States. 
The largest national 
collection each year in the 
United States, for missions, 
raises only $10 million.) 

The report urged bishops: 

—To make Catholics 
aware of the immensity and 
seriousness of the retirement 
problem for religious, and 


aware of the millions of 
dollars that religious give to 
the Catholic community 
each year in “contributed 
services.” 

— To include full 
retirement or pension 
provisions in future con- 
tracts with religious com- 
munities, and to find ways to 
help make up for the lack of 
such provisions in the past. 

The report came as the 
result of a year of extensive 
study by the Task Force on 
the Funding of the 
Retirement of Religious, 
established by the Ad- 
ministrative Board of the 
United States Catholic 
Conference in September, 
1972. 

Chaired by Msgr. Olin 
Murdick, secretary of the 
USCC Department of 
Education, the task force 
gathered data from 477 
communities of men and 
women with a membership 
totaling 108,515 — almost two 
thirds of the religious in the 
United States. 


DECLARING that 
Catholics have an obligation 
in justice to “assure that 
proper provision be made for 
fellow Christians who have 
served so well and tire- 
lessly,”’ the task force said:

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JERUSALEM (NC) — The 
group of Mother Teresa’s 
sisters working in the Gaza 
Strip near the Sinai desert . 
are in one of the most dif- 
ficult areas of the Middle 
East conflict. 

Their work among the 
poorest of refugees in Gaza 
is with men and women who 
have known firsthand the 
distress of war. Four times 
in one generation armies 
have clashed around them. 
They have lost many of their 
men, their sons, their homes 
and their land, and 350,000 of 
them are in camps on the 
edge of the desert. 


MOTHER DAMIEN, in 
charge of the Gaza foun- 
dation made a hurried visit 
to Jerusalem recently for 
supplies for her people, who 
were in great danger 
because of the war. 

Because Gaza is on the 
main road to Sinai, the 
pressure of war hit them 
hard. -Ten road _ blocks 
control exit and entry. In 
fear that supplies would be 
cut off, Mother Damien 
came to Jerusalem for food, 
medicine and clothing. 

The Gaza Strip has been 
technically part of Egypt, 
but under Israeli military 
rule. Most refugees seemed 
to sympathize with the Arab 
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position. Mother Teresa’s 
nuns, however, had learned 
to win the confidence of both 
the refugees and the Israeli 
military. 


IN THEIR seven-month 
stay in Gaza the sisters have 
discovered the real poor. 
This showed in one strange 
request of Mother Damien. 
She came to the Jerusalem 
headquarters of the Pon- 
tifical Mission for Palestine, 
which helps support her 
convent and work, and asked 
not only for medicines and 
food but also for hot 
mustard. 


Mother Damien explained 
that her sisters spend all day 


among the poor and sick, and " 


when they come home in the 
evening the taste and smell 
of dirt and disease is so 
strong that they often have 
little appetite for food. A 
sandwich of hot mustard, she 
said, cuts away all the 


memory of filth and the nuns. - 


are soon able to eat a meal. 


Another strange request 
was for old heavy winter 
clothing; yet Gaza is ex- 
tremely hot. The sisters, 
however, had discovered 
many people sleeping on the 
damp floors of their huts. A 
winter coat, they said, 
makes a good mattress.

Canon lawyer 
would abolish 
marriage court 


WASHINGTON (NC) 
Msgr. Stephen J. Kelleher, 
grey-haired, bespectacled, 
58-year-old former presiding 
judge of the metropolitan 
marriage tribunal of the 
New York archdiocese, 
doesn’t look like a radical. 

But his suggestion for 


improving the Church’s : 


handling of marriage cases 
was the most radical of those 
made during the recent 
meeting here of the Canon 
Law Society of America 
(CLSA). 


“THE TRIBUNAL has 
been and continues to be the 
occasion of so much injustice 
and suffering and anxiety 
that to my mind it should: be 
abolished, and I think that at 
present the couple in a 
marriage are the Church in 


_ deciding that their marriage 


is terminated and they can 
responsibly and freely and 
openly remarry,’ Msgr. 
Kelleher said later. 

“I think there is room for a 
form of Church approval 
along with the couple 
themselves acting as the 
Church and it would be good 
if this form could be effected, 
but it should not have the 
decision-making power of 
the tribunal under any 
name. 

“It’s my opinion that any 
board which - would be 
looking at the conditions 
under which a couple might 
end their marriage and re- 
sponsibly and freely enter 
a new marriage could only 
be a consultative board.” 

IN 1968, Msgr. Kelleher 
advocated abolition of 
Church marriage courts in 


. an article published in the 


Jesuit-edited weekly 
magazine America. That 
article resulted in transfer 
from his. position as 
presiding judge of the New 
York archdiocesan tribunal, 
a post he had held since 1962, 
to a parish in suburban 
Scarsdale. 

He has now stated his 
views more fully in a 
recently published book 
Divorce and Remarriage for 
Catholics? 

In the book, Msgr. 
Kelleher interpreted Jesus’ 
words in the gospels that are 
traditionally taken as_ the 
basis for the doctrine of the 
indissolubility of marriage. 
He regarded them as the 
presentation of an ideal to be 
striven for in every 
marriage, but not as the 
prohibition of remarriage if 
the ideal is not attained and 
is impossible of attainment.

Pope Paul welcomed at 


ACILIA, Italy (NC) 
Flowers, banners, carpets 
and even bedspreads 
welcomed Pope Paul YI to 
the new 99-unit ‘‘Village of 
the Pope.”’ 

The village is located here 
on the western outskirts -of 
Rome, halfway between the 
city and the sea. Completed 
three months ago with funds 
provided by Pope Paul, it 
today houses more than 90 
families that previously 
lived in squalid shanty towns 
that cling like fungi along the 
edges of  the- more 
prosperous parts of the city. 


MORE THAN 500 
inhabitants of the new 
apartment complex: turned 
out to give the Pope a warm 
and appreciative welcome 
on his late afternoon visit. 

One of three youngsters 
presenting the Pope with 
flowers declared: ‘‘We wish 
to show our gratitude 
because up to a few months 
ago many of us did not know 
what it meant to have a bed 
and a house.”’ 

The 76-year-old Pope, 
speaking with visible 
emotion, told the assembled 
group: ‘‘I have come to know 
you, to greet you and to bless 
you. You are the object of 
ovr concern . . . because for 
a long time you have not had 
a nest for your families and 
because you have already 
become Romans, which 
means faithful of my 
diocese, my spiritual sons.” 


MOST OF THE new 
tenants are emigrants from 


/ 


the southern part of Italy. 
Many of the. men are 
unemployed and many of the 
women earn a bare living 
working long hours as 
domestics. 

Among those the ‘Village 
of the Pope’’ has provided 
homes for are 173 children 
under the age of 10, and 105 
belween the ages of 10 and 
15. 

Pope Paul raised the 
money to construct the new 
development by selling a 
Vatican-owned building in 
downtown Rome. The land 
for the new village was 
provided by the city of

POPE PAUL has_ long 
been aware of the  sub- 
human standards under 
which tens of thousands of 
migrants to Rome have had 
to live for the past 20 years.

John XXIII's influence 
lives on, says Paul VI 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
Pope Paul VI said that his 
pontificate has been strongly 
influenced by the teachings 
of his predecessor, Pope 
John XXIII. 

Speaking to thousands 
assembled in St. Peter’s 
Square, Pope Paul said the 
hallmarks of his’ own pon- 
tificate — ecumenism, social 
justice and peace — had 
been bequeathed by Pope 
John. 


RECALLING that Pope 
John was elected to the 
papacy 15 years ago (Oct. 28, 
1958), Pope Paul said his 
predecessor was ‘‘a faithful 
voice of Catholic tradition 
and an oracle We 
willingly listen to him’ when 
he speaks to us of unity with 
separated Christians, of 
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familiarity with all men of 
this world. 


“We willingly listen to him 
when he opens the way to a 
progressive social justice 
and calls us to peace on 
earth.” 


Pope Paul said he feels an 
obligation to defend his 
predecessor as a man and as 
a Pope from those ane 
misinterpret Pope John ‘“‘i 
order to justify their ie 
doctrinal and disciplinary 
anti-conformism.”’ 


ACCORDING TO _ the 
present pontiff, Pope John 
presented a ‘‘good and 
beloved paternal image,” 
was capable of ‘‘quick-witted 
jokes,’’ but was always the 
“fearless champion _ of 
authentic Church teaching.”’

committee of the National 
Catechetical Directory. 

The committee will 
oversee the  education- 
consultation process in 
obtaining grass-roots par- 
ticipation for the directory, 
as well as consultation with 
experts in many fields. It 
will also prepare drafts of 
the document at various 
stages of its development. 


THE FINAL draft will be 
submitted to the bishops 
after approval by the 
National Catechetical 
Directory Policy and Review 
Committee. 

Development of the 
directory is recognized as 
the most important en- 
terprise in religious 
education in the U. S. 
Catholic Church since the 
Baltimore Catechism in 1884. 

The directory will be a 
pastoral and _ practical 
document officially issued 
by the U.S. bishops. It will 
contain norms and 
guidelines for teaching 
religion and speak to the 


pastoral, religious, 
sociological and economic 
conditions of today.
